Shepherdsville, Feb. 25.— That pho- 
nograph got me to thinking about 
music and it's still on my mind. Not 
phonograph music exclusively, but all 
kinds— and, I was about to say sizes. 
Some noted men have been great 
musicians. As a rule a fondness for 
c indicates a tender heart, but 
this rule, like all others, has its 
ceptions. 

Nero was a violinist, and we read 
that he performed on his fiddle while 
Rome burned— can you think of any- 
thing to beat It? Imagine Shepherds- 
ville on fire, and the chairman of the 
board of trustees sitting on a goods 
box playing the fiddle!— What would 
happen? The indignant people would 
lynch him. And would 
And yet, this man Nero, who was 
ruler of Rome, sat upon one of those 
seven hills and played to 
band. Being in total ignorance as to 
the line carried in the repertoire of 
the average Roman fiddler, I can not, 
with accuracy name the particular 
tunes rendered by the musical Em- 
peror on that occasion. He may have 
started off on "Dan Tucker, 
after warming the fire department 
up, landed on the "Arkansas Traveler" 
'Stony Point." And who is so 
bold as to deny that when the fire 
drove the dark-eyed daisies into the 
streets, Nero played "Mollie Darling" 
or tunes to that effect? Even before 
the fire began, the royal fiddler may 
have rendered as a voluntary that 
significantly prophetic selection: 
'There'll be a hot time in the old 
town tonight." 

Inability to secure copies of the 
Roman Jeffersonian, or any of the 
other dailies published in Rome at 
that time, leaves me in doubt ;ls to 
s played or what kind of 
music was in use, but it is reasonable 
to suppose that it was the latest out 
and that Nero humped himself in his 
efforts to furnish enough music to run 
the fire. 

We may also assume that some 
musical chap accompanied Nero on 
the guitar or banjo, possibly both, but 
as Nero and the fire constituted the 
whole show no mention is made of 
that fact. 

We are told that Nero committed 
suicide at thirty before he had toured 
our country, or done any big things 
with his violin outside of Rome, but 
he made a reputation there that has 
clung to him with the tenacity of 
green paint, and while in one sense 
his musical performances make lim 
appear a little barbarous and some- 
what indifferent to the property 
rights of his people, and the fate of 
his city, we are forced to admit 
that he was very picturesque, and 
loaded to the guards with i 
booze. We feel sure of another ::act 
and that is, if he had been 
what he needed he would not 

playing "Home Sweet 
Home." But, just the sa 
young man made a hit which bids 
fair to live as long as the fiddle is 
used by the devotees of Euterpe. 

The widely celebrated incident of 
Nero and the fire happened ahout 
:ighteen hundred and forty y«:ars 
ago, but people still emulate his hor- 
rible example and fiddle while Rome 
burns. Their Rome may be fleeting 
opportunities, and their fiddles may 
be procrastination, but just the Sc.me 
the fiddling and the burning are going 
day by day. The man who drinks 
away his substance and time Is a 
Nero, and no less so, is the man who 
spends his time in idleness and all 
the while the golden moments are 
burning. 

We may look back at the cruel 
Nero, and learn many lessons from 
his life. And we may learn this 
truth; that there are many Neros 
and many Homes; many ways to burn 
Rome and many ways to play the 
fiddle.

The two-days' session of the Farm- 
ers Institute heldin Beck's Hall, Lou- 
ville closed Saturday afternoon, and 
all who attended, or in any way con- 
nected with the Institute, were well 
pleased with the interest manifested. 
The attendance on Friday was not 
large, but on Saturday a big crowd 
was present. Mr. M. F. Johnson, Pres- 
ident of the Kentucky State Horticul- 
tural Society, presided at the meet- 
Friday and Col. I. B. Half, 
former Commissioner of Agriculture, 
presided on Saturday. 

The first address on Saturday was 
delivered by Prof. Gorman, of Lex- 
ington , on Diseases of Potatoes 
and Onion Blight. His address was 
pointed and full of common ; ense. 
He handles his subject in a masterly 
and every potato and onion 
set grower in Jefferson county ought 
to have heard him. 

Woods, of the Wood-Stubbs Co., 
Louisville, urged upon the growers 
the necessity of adopting a uniform 
package and also the grading of all 
fruits and vegetables, which, if put 
practice, would greatly enhance 
the value of all products. 

Dr. G. W. Butler, a representative 
of the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture, spoke on the Tuberculine Test 
for Dairy Cattle. All, and especially 
the dairymen present, gave close at- 
tention and asked questions, to which 
he gave explanatory answers.
